" And again, if so huge an auditorium is bad for 
the singer, what do you think of the actor? The 
human physiognomy is not so very big. What then 
is the value of facial expression at such a distance 
as separates the footlights from the opposite wall in 
so many of the largest theatres of to-day. A ges- 
ture can be seen a hundred yards or more away; an 
expression upon the face is blurred to the view at 
a quarter of the distance. The face must become 
apparently an almost immobile mask. Certainly a 
great deal of a most vital element in the actor's art 
must go for nothing. If it is not seen it cannot be 
appreciated.*'
